TAFT STATES 
HIS POSITION 


Demands Acton on Reciprocity 
~ Pact With Canada 


CONFERENCE WITH SENATORS 


Tells Them Congress Will Be Called 
Back Uniess Vote Is Reached Dur- 
ing Present Session—Thinks Coun- 
try Favors Agreement and That 
House Will Indorse It—Senate’s Un- 
tImited Debate Rule an Obstacle 


Washington, Feb. 9.—If adminis- 
tration senators had any doubt about 
the attitude of President Taft toward 
the Canadian reciprocity agreement, 
it was removed when Senators Crane 
and Carter returned to the Capitol yes- 
terday afternoon from a conference 
with the president at the White House. 

The message which these senators 
brought to their colleagues was that 
there must be a vote on the agreement 
at the present session of congress OF 
congress will be called back almost 
immediately after adjournment on 
March 4. 

Although Crane and Carter declined 
to discuss their mission to the White 
House, the report soon leaked out that 
the president was insistent upon 4a 
vote. It is said that he made plain 
his belief that the country generally 
favored the adoption of a reciprocity 
trade agreement with Canada; that 


the McCall bill to put the agreement |. 


into force will pass the house with a 
majority and that the senate would 
enact the measure if given an oppor- 
tunity to vote upon it. 

The rules of the senate, which per- 
mit untrammelied discussion of a 
measure, are the principal barriers to 
a@ vote in that body. It is known that 
Senators Heyburn and Batley are bit- 
terly opposed to the agreement, and 
that the opposition extends also to 
most of the progressive Republicans 
who represent agricultural states. 

Some of these senators have hint- 
ed that their relations with the White 
House have not been sufficiently pleas- 
ant of late to cause them to exert 
themselves in support of an adminis- 
tration measure. 

Senators Crane and Carter entered 
at once upon a campaign designed to 
advance the president’s program. Al- 
ready they have conferred with other 
senators who are especially friendly 
to the administration and have sought 
to enlist their services in a,movement 
to obviate the necessity of an extra 
session. ; 

The impression has prevailed at the 
Capitol that Taft would insist upon 
votes on both the Canadian agreement 
and the bill to create a permanent 
tariff board, but this partially was re- 
moved yesterday. According to the 
general report at the Capitol, the pres- 
ident placed the Canadian agreement 
above the tariff board measure and 
would be satisfied if the former were 
enacted at this session. 

In the event the permanent tarift 
board should fail it is believed that an 
appropriation would be voted in the 
closing days of tne session to continue 
the existing board for another year. 

If an extra session should be called 
by reason of the failure of the senate 
to grant a vote on the Canadian agree- 
ment, it is understood that the presi- 
dent then would demand the creation 
of a permanent tariff board and might 
go so far as to promise data on the 
wool and woolen schedule of the tariff 
act if the Democratic house desired it.

The [liness of Payne, Dalzell and 
Clark may mean the delay in the con- 
sideration of Canadian reciprocity in 
the house. A bil] carrying the presi- 
dent’s reciprocity pact into effect is 
pending in the house committee on 
ways and means. Payne and Dalzel!l 
are the ranking Republican members 
of that committee and Clark is the 
ranking minority member. A vote in 
the committee has been set for Friday 
and friends of the reciprocity measure 
are hopeful that the leaders may be 
present at that time. 


Pittsburg Railway Men May Strike 

Pittsburg, Feb. 9.—A meeting otf 
the employes of the Pittsburg Rail- 
ways company has been called for to- 
night, at which it is expected that a 
vote authorizing a strike will be 
taken.

BEACON HILL 


Gets Too Much. Advice From Massa- 
chusetts Solons—Octogenarlan Leads 
Fight Against Trust Companies— 
Noon Hour Bill Doomed—Paying Off 
of Help During Working Hours— 
Prospect of Sunday Bill 


Big commission reports sticking out 
from the shelves of Governor Foss 
suggest something like $100,000,000 in 
improvements. One hundred millions 
now, and it cost the state a trifle over 
$50,000 to get the suggestion as to 
how this vast sum could be spent. 

In the first place there is a dock 
system whose cost is estimated from 
$40,000,000 to $60,000,000 in ultimate 
cost. The work would stretch out for 
several years. The Liverpool docks 
cost $200,000,000. 

Then there is a bunch of boulevards 
and parkways, the estimate of which 
runs from $3,000,000 to $7,000,000, 
Parkways come high. The Metropoli- 
tan figures at first were low. Now the 
district has expended about $16,000,- 
000. 
Then there {s a little item for a tun- 
nel from the North to the South sta- 
tion in Boston with a _ thoroughfare 
overhead. This is to cost gross $14,- 
000,000. 

Then there are civic centers, arti- 
ficial islands in the Charles river 
basin, Boston street widenines, etc., 
which run around $5,000,000. 

Luckily it is not proposed that this 
entire ultimate cost shall come out of 
the state tax levy, but if any part ot 
the work comes it will fall upon. the 
citizens of the state. 

Legislating For Congress 

As things look now the Massachu- 
setts legislature is to have an unusu- 
ally busy year instructing congress 
legislation the country 
needs. For instance there is reci- 
procity, the general subject of the 
tariff, the placing of railways under 
the postoffice department, the choice 
of United States senators, the parcels 
post, the protection of American citi- 
zens abroad, the embalming of bodies 
on the high seas, the election of a 
president of the United States by di- 
rect vote, and polygamy. 

After the state legislature does all 
that various petitioners desire there 
will be little left for Washington to 
look out for. Somebody suggested that 
the reason President Taft thought of 
leaving Beverly was because of the 
advice he kept getting from Beacon 
hill, and it may be so. 

Massachusetts Hits Polygamy 

Friends of Judge Mulligan of Natick 
are warning him. The judge, after 
his ripe legislative experience, has 
contracted the fever of giving advice 
to Washington. He has under his care 
the resolutions which our legislature 
will put an end to polygamy. Out in 
Utah or New Mexico when they hear 
about the resolutions they will prob- 
ably feel about as the Massachusetts 
legislature felt when Montana an- 
nounced that she was going to invest!- 
gate the election of Senator Lodge. 

Senator John Harvey of Waltham 
used to be a very comfortable sort o! 
a legislator when he forgot that his 
mission was to compel the United 
States to bring about universal peace. 
But the trouble was that Mr. Harvey 
kept his mission pretty well in mind. 

John Carr Leads Bank Fight 

The leader of the fight of the na- 
tional banks against the trust com- 
panies in the legislature this year is 
a remarkable old man. He is Repre- 
sentative John Carr of Ward 21, whc 
was the surviving Nepublican in that 
party stronghold this year. Mr. 
Carr will be 83 years old next August. 

Here are a few of the things he ts 
interested in: The First National bank, 
of whose board of directors he ir 
chairman; the Eliot Five Cent Sav- 
ings bank, of which he is president 
and trustee; the B. F. Sturtevan: 
company, Governor Foss’ concern, oj 
which he is president and director. 
And he gets up to the state house 
regularly and takes a keen interest ir 
all that goes on. 

His big fight this year is for the bill 
signed by practically all of the nation- 
al bank officials to make trust com- 
panies pay higher rates of taxatior 
upon their savings bank deposits.

Making Speakers and Governors (?) 


One distinguished candidate for 
Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives in 1912 is credited with having 
measured his strength, and finds 
that thirty-three faithful and loyal 
adherents are with him in his future 
ambition. With: at least six candi- 
dates for Speaker already; with one 
hundred and twenty-seven Republi- 
can members in the present body; 
and with at least thirty of these mem- 
bers declining to commit them- 
selves upon this question, it is clear- 
ly to be seen that while this thirty- 
three may appear to be a very small 
number when it comes to the task of 
carrying. through any particular 
piece of legislation, it is really a 
pretty goodly number when it repre- 
sents the strength of one man out 
of six before a body of more than a 
hundred men. Congratulations, Mr, 
Cushing! You have made an excel- 
lent showing. Take the boys at their 
word. Let them chaff you as they 
will; nobody else has counted up 
thirty-three Republicans who are 
ready to support any political mea- 
sure of any sort whatsoever. By the 
way, Mr. Speaker-to-be Cushing (?) 
just when did you “see the light” in 
this present interesting question of 
reciprocity with Canada? Are you 
quite fair in stealing one of the two 
issues so long held by Mr. Walker's 
“residuary legatee,” Mr. Underhill 
of Somerville? The next thing you 
know, we shall discover you forget- 
ting all your conservative tenets of 
faith, and urging all of the “direct” 
recommendations that are before the 
honorable House and Senate; then 
you will be in line to skip the 
speakership and run for Governor. 

Speaking of “governors,” wouldn’t 
Mr. Walker better pay a little more 
attention to the task of governing 
the body over which he has been 
chosen to preside, and a little less 
to future ambitions? 


Vice in Boston 


os 


Two men, not to mention many 
hundred others, are discussing the 
question of vice in Boston. One of 
the two, Commissioner O’Meara, 
with very frank honesty, says there 
are many phases of the problem that 
are not encouraging. He is speak- 
ing frankly of the question of low 
morals, and certain excesses and 
abuses that grow not less trouble- 
some each succeeding year, and 
which. seem more pronounced at a 
time when there is more or less busi- 
ness depression. The other, the 
mayor, speaking politically, insists 
that if the conduct of affairs were 
entirely in his hands, vice would be 
lessened and conditions would be 
improved. 

Asa result of these two points of 
view, one honestly expressed, and 
the other politically expressed, it 
would be a pretty safe wager, to bet 
at least as much as a cookie, that 
when the term of office of the pres- 
ent Police Commissioner of Boston 
expires, some other man will be 
named in his place. This will be a 
misfortune for Boston, and the entire 
Commonwealth. The question as to 
whether the city should have entire 
control of its police force does not 
enter into the discussion of the par- 
ticular man who under the law holds 
the position of Police Commissioner. 
The issue involved is solely whether 
or not an efficient and satisfactory 
public. servant is doing his duty. 

f to be a satisfactory public ser- 
vant, requires a man to throw all 
kinds of “con” such as Boston has 
become.used to in the last few years, 
there is abundant reason to believe 
that the present Police Commis- 
sioner does not measure up to this 
standard. He isn’t very much of an 
adept at jollying; he hits out square- 
ly from the shoulder; he is prett 
square toed; and he is pretty fran 
in his utterances. Possessing all-of 
these qualities, there isn’t a single 
instance thus-far- where he can be 
accused of “playing politics.” He 
has recognized conditions, and has 
edone his best to meet them and with 
great efficiency carried his depart- 
ment up to a high standard. It isn’t 
surprising that the present Chief 
Executive of the city would like to 
get this department a little closer to 
himself, and it will not be any more 
surprising after what he did for the 
present Governor, if some assistance 
is given to him along these lines 
by that gentleman. 

A year from now, undoubtedly, the 
paragons of virtue and the apostles 
of reform will be told by the then 
Police Commissioner that Boston 
has greatly improved. A lot of peo- 
ple will believe it. Some others, who 
will know actual conditions, will 
know that the improvement will be 
solely a question of political procla- 
mation, instead of being as it is to- 
day, one of frank, honest recognition 
of conditions as they are, and must 
naturally be. 


Governor Foss has made a superior 
choice in the man he has named for 
a new Justice upon the Superior 
Court Bench. Judge Quinn will soon 
take a place among the associate 
justices as---one -of the brightest, 
cleverest, and most enjoyable men 
among all the many men of this sort 
who now make up the Court, He will 
be no less successful in making his 
place as a strong lawyer, a man of 
judicial temperament, a_keen judge 
of human nature. The Governor has 
not made a political appointment in 
this first choice. He has chosen 
wisely and well, and deserves the 
commendation of the entire Com- 
to future ambitions? The conduct 
of the House on Thursday has been 
foreshadowed for some time, and 
many repetitions are promised unless 
more positive control is exercised.

The Grange in North Andover 

They have dedicated in North An- 
dover during the past week, a new 
and beautiful Grange hall, splendidly 
adapted to the needs of the Grange, 
and making one more important 
centre for the social life of the peo- 
ple of our neighboring town. 

Many people who are not acquaint- 
ed with the social movements of the 
present day, will at once suggest 
that there is very little need of more 
social centres, because already so 
many such centres exist that the one 
chief centre, the home, fails to get 
its fair share of recognition. Per- 
haps this is true. but so long as the 
movement has taken place with the 
result that the home is not the great 
factor today, it is a mighty fortunate 
community which has for one of its 
important factors such an organiza- 
tion as makes up the North Ando- 
ver Grange. 

Again may we suggest that few. 
people who do not know the way in 
which this movement has progressed, 
might wellhave-more knowledge of 
the Grange itself. Here is an organi- 
zation drawing its membership from 
the farming section which for all 
time has been the bone and sinew of 
a community’s life. It has taken 
these people in many cases from iso- 
lation where they have been unable 
to touch other people, where they 
have been kept in ignorance of many 
of the important movements going 
on in the world outside. All the 
education contained in all the news- 
papers. printed could not compare 
with that acquired through the asso- 
ciation with others in the regular 
meetings of the Grange.

TWO BRILLIANT PLAYS 


Local Talent Offer a Rare Program, Under Direction of Mr, 
and Mrs. H. Winthrop Peirce. 


Large audiences greeted the two 
plays erith which the November club 
closed its series of entertainments, on 
Tuesday night and Wednesday af- 
ternoon. Many talents, and of many 
kinds, joined. together to make the 
occurrences, especially that of Tues- 


|day night, both brilliant and beauti- 


ful. Everything bore witness to the 
artistic taste and skill of Mr. and 
Mrs. Peirce. Stage settings, cos- 
tumes and music were brought to- 
gether to make a massed wealth of 
color and sound, and some of the 
best actors in town combined to in- 
terpret one touching and one amus- 
ing little play. 

The larger of the two plays was 
“Alice in Wonderland,” arranged for 
the stage by Mrs. Burton Harrison, 
and pearrtaesd Fy Mrs. Peirce. It 
appealed especially to those who 
knew Lewis Carroll’s book well; but 
the quaint humor, which proved to be 
still more effective in the spoken dia- 
logue than in the book, the ex- 
cellent acting, and the grotesque cos- 
tumes, originally ipnmees by Mr. 
Peirce for the notable Copley society, 
brought rich entertainment even to 
spectators unacquainted with the 
book. The play was, of necessity, 
somewhat of a variety show, and like 
all variety shows lacked plot and had 
its dull moments; but the spirit of 
the actors and the humor of the cos- 
tumes carried the play successfully 
over these spots. a 

The chief responsibility was as- 
signed to Mrs. Bartlett Hayes (Alice), 
who was on the. stage continuously. 
She made a charming little girl, 
amusing and artless in her own 
speeches and songs, and tactfully ef- 
facing herself as each new feature of 
the vaudeville came forward for its 
brief prominence, Always good, she 
was at her best in the scene of the 
tea. partv. In’the sympathetic com- 
panionship of Mr. Hayes (the Hatter) 
she played her part with increased 
archness and spontaneous gayety.

a King) and Miss Margarett Cole 
(the mincing White Rabbit). Mrs. 


Edward Bartlett and Percival Dove 
were also very entertaining as the 
portentous Queen and the huge 
Duchess. Perley Gilbert was abun- 
dantly amusing as the Cheshire Cat, 
though too energetic to be quite true 
to Lewis Carroll’s idea of that sleek 
and superior animal. But in fact all 
the parts were in accomplished hands, 
and were well carried through. 
Probably the high water mark of the 
play was the song and dance of the 
Mock Turtle (Mr. Peirce), assisted 
by Alice, the Hatter, the Gryphon 
(Cecil K, Bancroft), and the March 
Hare (Miss Anne Coleman). Mr. 
Peirce as the mild and melancholy 
Mock Turtle was well-nigh perfect, 
and must long be remembered, 
Notwithstanding the prolonged 
laughter over the second play, not a 
few of the spectators carried home 
with them as their most poignant re- 
membrance, the acting of Mrs. Peirce 
in the earlier play. This was a poem 
by the English painter, Alma Ta- 
dema, set for the stage by Mrs. 
Peirce. In brief, it tells the story of 
a young English girl, who has been 
seen and woed and won by a Duke 
living in the France of. that time. 
Four years have passed, and she has 
learned that it was her dazzled Fenty 
which: was won, not her love... 
young Englishman from her native 
village comes with messages from 
home. He had loved her in the old 
days, but she had not understood the 
word then, and love had passed by un- 
seen. Now, in the reminiscences of 
the past, in the growing realization 
of what had been latent in those 
young days, the woman’s heart 
awakes, only to perceive that it is too 
late, and that in honor she and her 
English lover must part, and at once. 
It is a brief little play. Intense as 
it is, its narrow compass calls for the 
suggestion of intensity in the acting, 
rather than for strenuous. emotional 
expression. Mrs. Peirce touched the 
keys with a sure hand, which did not 
falter. She presented the picture of 
a gracious and graceful girl, lovable 
and able to be loved. With startling 
skill she showed the duchess’s sud- 
den--growth out of the dear, happy 
memories of gleeful girlhood, into a 


stabbing sense that she loved this |. 


man who had come again out of those 
memories into her life. It was a 
deeply touching picture. Life tends 
so much to the undemonstrative and 
commonplace. Not that this is al- 
together a bad thing. Nevertheless, 
by. reason of it most of us become 
too often dull, careless and forgetful. 
But Alma Tadema was not forgetful, 
and he could put into words, and 
Mrs. Peirce could portray, the sweet- 
ness and purity resident in a 
woman’s heart. It is an old story, 
but it is immortal; and it was wel- 
come in our old town hall on Wed- 
nesday night. When the curtain fell 
on the piteous figure of a woman 
bowed upon the seat of her -:lonely 
throne, the hush over the _ house 
showed how the spectators felt the 
pathos and the beauty of what they 
had just witnessed. 

The stage setting of this play was 
particularly interesting. Miss Mabel 
Carter, Miss Mary W. Bell, and Mrs. 
W. Huston Lillard made three fair 
faced maids of honor, Miss Carter 


singing well the song that suppli 

the keynote for the play. ee 
Minot Dole was a picturesque page, 
and Edward Sturgis gave an apt rep- 
resentation of a difficult part,—that 
of the yee, Bates made stiff and 
brusque by his concealed passion. 

The incidental music was played 
skillfully by Raymond Cox, Gaylord 
Gates and Miss Helen Eaton, and the 
between-the-acts playing of the Phil- 
lips Academy orchestra was highly 
creditable. 

The hall was full of children for 
the afternoon performance, They 
were less demonstrative than their 
elders of the night before, too intent 
to lose anything.

Theodore Martin made his first ap- 
pearance before an Andover audience 
and it is no exaggeration to say 
that no tenor since the days of Dur- 
ward Lely, has_ rendered - Scottish 


songs with such intelligence and feel- 
ing as did Mr. Martin: ossessed 
with a voice of great rang ower 
and purity, he captivated his listeners 


with “O’ a’ the Airts,” one of Burns’ 
best songs. He touched the hearts of 
Scotsmen in his encore, “Once Again 
in Dear Auld Scotland.” In the sec-

gathered there. The hall was tastily 
decorated for the occasion and a pic- 
ture of Burns surmounted the stage 
which was adorned with palms. A 
program of great merit, rendered by 
talent of exceptional ability made this 
anniversary'a red letter day for the 
members of the Clan and _ their 
friends. 

The Columbian orchestra of Law- 
rence opened the celebration with a 
medley of Scottish melodies, which 
included many of Burns’ songs; “My 
lad’s a Gallant Sodger,” “’Twas 
Within a Mile o’ Edinburgh Toon,” 
“Comin’ thro’ the Rye,” “Roy’s Wife 
o{ Aldivalloch,” “My Nannie’s Awa,.” 

llowing the overture, Chief of Clan 
Johnston, Thomas Thin, welcoméd 
the audience to the anniversary in 
a speech of great merit, at the con- 
clusion of which he was greeted with 
great applause. Chief Thin spoke 
as follows: 

Ladies and Gentlemen: 

On behalf of the officers and 
members of Clan Johnston, I extend 
to one and all a hearty welcome to 
our celebration of the anniversary of 
the birth of Robert Burns; Scotland’s 
own pages, as well as the poet of na- 
ture and of humanity. I am _ well 
aware of the difficultv that always 
confronts any one who is called upon 
to eulogise our National Poet, from 
the fact that so much has been said, 
and so much written on previous oc- 
casions of a similar character, for 
which we are assembled here tonight, 
there is practically nothing of an or- 
iginal nature left for me to say. I 
may be pardoned however, at the risk 
of repetition for drawing your atten- 
tion in the most brief manner, to a 
few of the shining characteristics of 
this most remarkable man who for 
the time being at least makes us all 
hero worshippers of the most enthu- 
siastic type, where literary merit is 
concerned. 

Born under the most adverse con- 
ditions for literary enlightenment, 
surrounded by the cheerless mon- 
otony that was the every day lot of 
the Scottish peasant of nearly 200 
years ago; he nevertheless, by his un- 
daunted will power, and his brilliant 
genius, educated himself in such a 
manner as to place himself on the 
pinnacle of undying fame. Similar 
gatherings to the one in which we 
are now participating, are -being held 
at this season of the year in every 
country of the civilized world wher- 
ever Scotsmen gather; or for that 
matter wherever the English lan- 
guage is spoken, our Robbie Burns 
is being eulogized by thinkers, phil- 
osophers and scholars, in language 
such as is far beyond my limited 
knowledge to expotind to you. 

I might give you many brilliant 
quotations from the worth of our 
great -oet' a man who could immor- 
talize a field mouse, and write, “Scots 
wha ha’e,”-one of the greatest nat- 
ional war songs of the universe; but 
it would only be to repeat an oft told 
tale and give quotations familiar as 
household words, If what little I 
have said may be the means. of in- 
ducing one man or woman to peruse 
or reperuse the writings of our Nat- 
ional Bard, I shall be amply repaid 
for the part I have taken in this cele- 
bration. 

I am likewise well aware that you 
have all come here to listen to the 
songs he wrote and sang, as well as 
the sonvs he loved; while the younger 
generation will be more than impa- 
tient for the second part of our cele- 
bration which will be in the able 
hands of the dance officials and the 
Columbian Orchestra, I am also alive 
to the fact that none of you came 
here to listen to a type of indifferent 
speech making which you would be 
cerfectly justified in fikening to a 
clatter of dry bones. For these rea- 
sons, and seeing that we have more 
important and pleasing functions 
ahead of us, I again tent ou all for 
your patronage, trustin that every- 
one will have a good time, and hop- 
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ond part of the program he rendered 
“The Lea Rig” with exquisite taste 
and in response to a recall fairly 

ought down the house with “A wee 
bit land far across the Sea.” Se per- 
sistent was the applause that Mr. 

Martin was obliged to return and 
again delighted the audience by ren- 
dering “MacGregor’s Gathering,” in 
a manner that never has been heard 
mj an Andover gathering. A feature 
ot Mr. Martin’s singing was his splen- 
did -ronunciation of the Scottish 
tongue, for Mr, Martin only claims 
Scottish ancestry two generations 
back. : 
> Miss Griggs of Boston, also made 
her debut to an Andover gatherin 
and her rich contralto voice, whic 
showed careful training, was heard 
to great advantage in “Angus Mac- 
Donald,” a Scottish song written by 
an American, as is also “Bonnie 
Sweet Bessie,” which Miss Griggs 
rendered in the second part. “Bhe 
Banks of ‘Loch Lomond,” and the 
ever welcome “Annie Laurie,” were 
given in response to well merited 
encores, Miss Griggs likewise is an 
American, 

The other artists, Miss Alexander 
and Mr, Singer, are both well-known 
to Andover audiences and both not 
only upheld but added to their repu- 
tations, Miss Alexander substituted 
‘Cam’ ye by Athol” for the number 
on the program and in response sang 
most charmingly “Comin’ thro’ 
the Rye.” “My Ain Folk” gave’ Miss 
Alexander an opportunity to display 
some daring and great diplomacy 
when for an encore she sang “Rule 
Britannia.” At the beginning of the 
chorus she brought forth the Union 
Jack and the cheers fairly drowned 
out the voice of the singer. Near 
the end she deftly turned the flag 
and the cheering again broke out at 
the sight of the Stars and Stripes. 

Mr. Singer from the outset caught 
the spirit of the audience and after 
his first song he was recalled twice. 
The pawky humor which he injected 
into the singing of “The Piper o’ 
Dundee,” repared his listeners for 
‘Duncan Grey,” both of which were 
given in his best style. In the sec- 
ond half he sang “Burns and Scot- 
land yet,” with great fervor and was 
recalled, giving “The De’il’s Awa” to 
a delighted audience. 

One of the most enjoyable num- 
bers on the program was the quartet 
rendering of “Ye Banks and Braes,” 
which was loudly applauded. 

Not the least enjoyable numbers 
on the program were exhibitions of 
dancing by the Keppie sisters of 
Lawrence. Their graceful move- 
ments in the Highland Fling, the 
Sword Dance, Sailors’ Hornpipe, and 
the Irish Jig class ‘them as dancers 
of the highest rank. All of their ex- 
hibitions were encored, 

_The concert was easily the best 
given at any Burns celebration in An- 
dover, and the greatest credit is due 
the committee in securing such talent. 
The, concert closed with the singing 
of “Auld Lang Syne” by the audi- 
ence,

Following the concert the hall was 
cleared for dancing. The grand 
march, participated in by 200 couples, 
was led by Chief Thin and Mrs. Thin, 
followed by Mr. and Mrs, Samuel 
Harris and John P. Wyllie and Miss 
Mary B Smith.

Though all were good, Alice, the 
Duchess, the Hatter, the Mock Turtle 
and the White Rabbit could not have 
been improved; but the CAT was 
facile princeps. How I should like 
to buy that cat! It is such an im- 
provement on all the cats I have ever 
known and hated. 

Be sure to see the next perform- 
ance of Alice in Wonderland given 
in Andover. I give you my word 
you will not be disappointed.

Ireland 


I said that my first visit to Ireland 
was in 1860, y last visit was 
1880. During these years the coun- 
try had made pee in many ways. 
The Episcopal church was no longer 
a State church and with its chaste 
beautiful ritual which appeals to the 
poetic temperament of the Celtic 
race, was no lenge an eyesore to 
other churches. he potato blight 
may have beenablessingin disguise, 
compelling many of the people to 
emigrate to Scotland, England and 
America and although the popula- 
tion has decreased, the people that 
were left were in a better state every 
way than in 1860, 

I made two other trips to Ireland 
during these 20 years. I have cross- 
ed from Hollyhead to Kingstown the 
shortest route and have sailed from 
Glasgow to Dublin, also from Lon- 
don to Cork. I stated that I sailed 
from Glasgow to Belfast on my first 
visit, so that I have crossed the Irish 
channel four times and know Ireland 
fairly well, having driven in an Irish 
jaunting car from Londonderry to 
Cork and from Dublin to Galway. 

Ireland is a flax fiber growing 
country and grows good flax, although 
the average of the flax crop dimin- 
ishes in Ireland (as it does in other 
civilized countries), that is no reason 
why the country is growing poor. It 
mav seem a paradise, yet it is true 
that as a country improves the grow- 
ing of flax for fiber decreases and 
the demand for fine linen cloth in- 
creases. There is no flax grown in 
Scotland today, almost none in Eng- 
land; both these countries have the 
climate and soil to produce flax of 
excellent quality. The price of labor 
has made it unprofitable. The same 
thing is true in this vy red 8 New 

state grew lots of flax for fiber, 
New Jersey also as late as thirty 
years ago. Today it is almost a for- 
gotten industry. The higher prices 
of labor just finished the flax fiber 
as a paying farm crop. 3 
~. This digression about flax I merely 
give to show how absurd are many 
rash statements made. One of the 
reasons stated by newspaper men 
that Ireland was: growing poorer was 
that she was 
every year. 
the fact. 

It is astonishing to hear learned 
men todav speak in Boston about 
Ireland. They are like the good men 
of Gloucester who went to see Presi- 
dent Taft about sea serpents and he 
said that they were just seeing ghosts. 

Really, what can home rule do for 
Ireland? I may be wrong but I can- 
not see how home rule is to help her. 
Home rule will not make one more 
blade of grass grow. There is an 
absurd idea growing, not only in 
Ireland but in this country, that a 
thine they call the government is 
to light the fire for us every morn- 
ing, nlough our fields, plant our po- 
tatoes, and let us ride in automobiles 
and attend the opera, 

No one reading history can deny 
that the British government did: not 
do right as regards Ireland after the 
Union. The forcing of a state church 
on the country was enough of itself 
to alienate the Irish people and make 
them hate British rule.

Gladstone felt and saw this after 
years of ridicule and abuse from the 
high church py in England and 
from the narrow Presbyterian Tories 
in Scotland, carried his measure, and 
today as I said, the Episcopal church 
in Ireland is increasing in numbers 
and is now a power for good. Be- 
fore leaving this church question, I 
wish to state the following circum- 
stance which shows the arrogance 
and impudence of a state church, 

The young man I went to live with 
in Tipperary was a teacher in the 
Presbyterian school and was asked 
by the mayor of the town to go 
round and get signatures so as to get 
the Railway station improved. I 
went with him in a jaunting car. He 
began at the Roman Catholic clergy- 
man’s résiderice as it was the first 
house on our route. We then came 
to the Presbyterian church and 
manse and then got the signatures 
of store keepers and others before we 
came to his highness, the Rector of 
the Episcopal church. He said that 
the improvements at the railway sta- 
tion were all right, but that he would 
not demean himself by putting his 
name to a paper after it had) been 
signed by the Presbyterian and Ro- 
man Catholic clengyman, and that 
his name should have been first. 

I am tired of all this bigotry and 
enjoy telling of a friend and real 
gentleman I found at the river side 
the first time I went fishing. Anglers 
are usually gentlemen whatever 
clergymen may. as a rule. My 
angling friend was a man about 60. 
Like most Irishmen, he wore a high 
hat and making this hat of use, he 
kept his frogs for bait in it. He told 
mé that his wife Nora had planned 
the job and taking the crown out of 
an older hat had fastened the old 
crown into this hat so that it left a 
nice space for the frogs, and by cut- 
ting a round hole and saving the 
piece cut out to cover the hole, when 
he wanted a bait he took off his hat, 
slipped aside the cover and put in his 
hand.. It worked first rate and many 
a bait I got from him, as I had diffi- 
culty in getting frogs in the town. 
He told. me that in a little bog just 
beyond his cabin there were oceans 
of frogs, “just like as they were in 
Egypt in the time of the plague, yer 
honor, sor.” I may mention that this 
chery, man with the patent hat was 
a follower of Father Matthew. He 
would not taste whisky or porter. 
He had cold tea in his flask which 
by the way should have no milk in it. 

The extremes in the poetry of Ire- 
land are just as great as the ex- 
tremes in their mode of life. A great 
deal of the Irish poetry is. sentimen- 
tal or mournful and sung to a minor 
tune. The beautiful song: 


“She is far from the land where her 
young hero sleeps, 

And lovers around her are sighing, 

But sadly she turns from their smiles 
and weeps, — 

For her heart in his grave is lying.” 


This contrasts with the real Irish 
description of a fine looking girl: 


“Her cheeks are like roses, 

Her mouth much the same, 
Like a dish of sweet strawberries 
Smothered in cream.”

State Aid Report 


Francis A, Bicknell, Massachusetts 
commissioner on state aid and pen- 
sions, made his first annual report 
this week. 

The report shows that the total 
disbursements of state and military 
aid and burial expenses in 1909, by 
the cities and towns, payable Novem- 
ber 10, 1910, amounted to $859,807, a 
decrease of $543 from the preceding 
year. The total number of recipients 
of state aid, Civil war, was 15,205. 
The classification here shows a de- 
crease of 90 in the number of wives, 
an increase of 163 in the number of 
widows, a decrease of 16 in the num- 
ber of widowed mothers, and an in- 
crease of two in the number of army 
nurses—a net decrease of 108. The 
average cost to the state per person 
aided was $51.43, 

The total number of recipients, war 
with Spain, was 146, a net decrease 
of two. The average cost to the state 
here was $41.38. 

Military aid to the amount of $37,- 
701.68—a decrease of $687.10 from 
1908—was disbursed to 406 soldiers 
and sailors of the Civil war, and to 
132-soldiers and sailors of the war 
ae Spain, making the total number 
aided under this chapter during the 
year 538, a total decrease of 33 from 
the previous year. 

The examing agents have examined 
about 8500 cases. They are obliged 
to be away from home much of the 
time, necessarily entailing some ex- 
pense. The commissioner recom- 
mends that the salary of one agent 
be increased from $1300 to $1400, that 
of the special. agent from $900 to 
$1100, and that of the woman agent 
from $1000 to $1100. 

There were buried during the year 
10909, 919 persons at an expense of 
$33,009. 

This is an increase of 41 cases, and 
an increase in expenditure of $1567.90 
over 1908, The average cost to state 
per burial was $36.96. 

The total number of claims allowed 
during 1910 was 113 and the number 
rejected was 88. 

The total payments under this de- 
partment since 1861 have been $35,- 
779,302.75.

In_ addition to the above amounts, 
the Board unanimously endorsed the 
recommendation of the central 
schools committee, Messrs. Lowe, 
Stearns and Christie, for a thorough 
renovation of the John Dove build- 
ing, Outside of the installation of 
sanitaries, nothing but minor repairs 
have been made on the building for 
years, and as a consequence it is in 
a very poor condition, The recom- 
mendations call for an expenditure 
of $4000 and include new floors 
throughout, cement floors in base- 
ment, plaster or steel ceilings, paint- 
ine inside and out, the installation of 
electric lights, and slate blackboards 
(not included in general appropria- 
tion for schoolhouses) adjustable 
desks and curtains. The renovation 
of the school has-been delayed for 
several years on account of the extra 
“nropriations called for on other 
school buildings, and in other depart- 
ments of town work. 

It is intended to bring the children 
of the lower grades to the ground 
floor of the building, the principal’s 
room being the only one of the high- 
er grades retained there. The esti- 
mate of $4000 was made after a care- 
ful inspection by a competent man, 
and will be ample to cover.. This 
will make the amount for school- 
houses $6000, and the total recom- 
mendation $42,500. 

Aside from routine business the 
Board ordered the purchase of a roll 
of rooo paper towels at a cost of 
two dollars, for trial in one of the 
schools.
